An Introduction to Worked All Ireland 


The Worked All Ireland Award programme (WAI) was established to encourage Radio 
Amateurs to work 10Km x 10 Km Grid Squares in the Republic of Ireland (EI) and 
Northern Ireland (GI). It encompasses a combination of Grid Squares, Counties and 
Islands from EI/GI. There are also Awards for Book Numbers and Grid Square 
activation. There are over 1400 Grid Squares to chase, with Awards available for 
working as few as 175 grid squares, 15 counties and | Island rising to the Ultimate 
Award for which you need 1400 grid squares, together with 32 Counties and 25 
Islands. Is it possible to achieve the Ultimate Award, you may ask. Well, both EI6HW 
and Tom EI9CJ have done so and Declan EI9HQ has activated over 1300 grid 
squares.

John K9EL returns to the Caribbean island of St Martin from 20 November — 2 
December. As before he will be active as FS/K9EL on all bands 160 — 6m. QSLs go 
via the home call. 


A group of mainly Indian operators will be QRV from the Andaman Islands as 
VU4KV until 30 November. They hope to have 5 stations on the air on all bands 160 
— 6m. Two of the operators have just finished a short trip to the Nicobar Islands where 
they were active as VU4CB. 


Prefix hunters have the opportunity of a few new prefixes between now and the end of 
December when the callsigns 7V60R, 7V7V, 7W9A and 7Y9A will be on the air. 
These stations celebrate the 60th anniversary of the Algerian Revolution. 


Two German operators are quite active as S79VR in the Seychelles. They will be there 
until 30 November and QSLs go to DDOVR.
